I liave  pleasure  in-  presenting  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  dealing  with 
the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  thirty  parishes  which  comprise  the  area  of 
the  Rural  District.

The  number  of  T^eaths  in  1913  was  246,  giving  a death  rate  of  10-33 
per  thousand.

Only  one  death  occurred,  a child  of  seven  years  of  age,  at  Kil bourne. 
All  the  other  cases  were  of  that  very  mild  type,  which  frequently  goes 
unrecognised,  until  tlie  desquamating  stage,  when  tlie  disease  is  com- 
municated to  others.  Fifteen  cases  et  IviUmme,  in  August,  were  traced 
to  infection  caught  in  a motor  omnibus  runniiiLr  from  Alfreton  to  Derby, 
via  Kilbu  rue.  The  children  of  the  parents  and  relative.s,  who  travelled 
to  Derby  and  liack  by  the  omnibus  on  one  particular  Friday,  all 
developed  Scarlet  Fever  on  the  same  day.  There  was  no  other  history. 
I commuidcated  with  the  iNfedical  Ollicer  of  Health  for  Alfreton,  and 
he  had  the  bu.ses  disinfected. 

This  very  mild  variety  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  not  peculiar  to  Derbyshire, 
or  this  district  in  ])articular,  but  is  the  .same  all  over  England  and  Wales. 
With  ordinary  precaution  it  is  not  dangerous,  but  more  of  a nuisance  to 
the  families  concerned.  If  ])eoj)le  would  only  keep  their  children  apart 
from  those  who  have  the  disease,  instead  of  letting  them  mix  together, 
there  would  be  less  chance  of  its  spreading. 


Diphtheria. 


26  cases  were  notified,  as  against  23  in  1913.  Three  deaths 
occurred-one  at  Smalley  aged  3,  one  at  Hazelwood  aged  8,  one  aged  7 
roni  Over  Lane,  Denby.  The  other  ca.ses  were  all  of  a very  mild  tyiie, 
and  recovered.  Most  of  these  were  traced  to  Carriers. 
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Enteric  Fever. 


2 cases  were  notified,  as  against  3 in  1912.  They  occurred  at 
Farnah  Green,  in  tiie  parish  of  iNlilford.  There  was  no  history.  One 
recovered,  and  one,  a little  boy  of  5,  died. 


Erysipelas. 


3 cases  were  notified  as  against  9 in  1912.  All  recovered. 


Non-notifiable  Diseases. 


There  were  2 deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  1 from  Measles,  and 
1 from  Influenza. 


Cancer. 


2-3  deaths  occurred  in  1913,  as  against  19  in  1912. 

The  chief  organs  affected  were  apparently  the  breast,  stomach,  liver, 
and  abdomen.  1 quote  from  the  Registrar’s  Certificates  furnished  to 
me,  which  im;  not  always  very  definite.

Seven  deaths  from 
Pneumoiiia  under  one  year,  I think,  clearly  shews  that  mothers  don’t 
take  that  interest  in  their  children  that  they  ought  to  do.

In  spite  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  District,  to  which  I 
have  already  referred,  and  have  reported  on  its  being  of  such  a mild 
nature,  that  it  exists,  as  a matter  of  fact,  all  over  the  country,  I still 
think  that  parents  are  very  much  to  blame  for  allowing  their  children 
to  mix  with  others  when  affected  with  rash  and  sore  throat.  Unfor- 
tunately the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  not  ubiquitous,  and  cannot  be 
all  over  his  district,  comprising  51,589  acres,  and  30  parishes  with  a 
population  of  23,807.

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1913,  being  the  twelfth  I have  had  the  pleasure  to  submit. 

There  has  been  continued  progress  in  sanitary  works,  and  es- 
pecially as  regards  tlie  improvement  of  houses  of  the  working  classes, 
and  owners  of  such  houses  are  showing  signs  of  the  responsibilities 
placed  upon  them  by  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

The  particulars  of  the  various  branches  of  sanitary  administration 
are  given  under  the  respective  headings.

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Etc. 


Tliore  are  now  288  reijjistered  cowkeepers,  etc.,  in  your  district ; 
15  were  registered  during  the  year;  7 were  struck  oif  tlie  register. 
The  estimated  number  of  cows  is  7,000.  Visits  of  inspection,  431. 

One  notification  only  as  to  TuV'crcle  Bacilli  being  found  in  a milk 
supply  was  received.  In  this  case  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the 
town  to  which  the  milk  was  sent,  paid  two  visits  to  the  farm,  but 
could  not  find  a suspicious  cow,  and  not  until  the  sale  of  milk  was 
prohibited  was  she  discovered.  It  is  i^ossible  that  the  milk  was 
mixed  with  that  from  a small  farm  near  by,  and  when  the  milk  was 
stopped,  the  cow  was  removed  to  the  farm  from  which  the  milk  was 
sent.  However,  the  beast  was  slaughtered  and  found  to  be  suffering 
from  generalised  tuberculosis.  The  carcase  was  disposed  of  in  i)ro[)er 
manner.

It  is  impossible  to  give  information  as  to  how  mL.._,  

so  notified  were  found  {post  nioriein)  to  have  suffered  as  suspected,  or 
how  such  animals  were  disjiosed  of,  as  in  some  eases  no  final  reports 
were  received. 


Food. 


The  foods  exposed  for  sale  or  deposited  for  the  juirpose  of  sale, 
and  intended  for  human  consumption,  were,  on  the  whole,  of  "ood 
quality,  and  very  little  was  seized.  ^ 
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In  a large  district  like  yours  it  is  impossible  to  visit  all  the 
slaugliter-houses  on  the  day  of  slaughter,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to 
know  that  most  of  the  butchers  do  remove  anything  that  is  doubtful, 
and,  with  three  exceptions,  nothing  but  the  linest  quality  of  animals 
are  killed. 

About  7 cwts.  of  beef  and  one  cow’s  liver  was  destroyed.

22G  windows  Avere  made  to  oi)en.  In  tliis  connection  one  meets 
A'itb  a mixed  reception  from  the  occupiers  Avlien  the  Avork  is  done. 
•Some  are  very  thankful,  some  indifi'erent  and  others  almost  abusive. 
Nothing  .short  of  quiet  and  persistent  education  as  to  the  value  and 
cheaimc.ss  of  fresh  air  Avill  give  the  desired  results  in  combating  the 
white  scourge.  It  is  no  use  disinfeciing  afterwards  if  the  cause  is  not 
removed. 

Many  houses  liave  been  dealt  Avitli  for  dampness.  This  is  a very 
dillicult  matter,  as  there  are  .so  many  causes  of  dampness,  and  each 
case  needs  to  be  carefully  considered  on  its  merits,  and  failures  are 
inevitable.  Still,  much  has  been  done  and  can  be  done  to  improve 
the  existing  conditions.  As  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report, 
rubble  stone  Avails  are  difficult  to  deal  Avitb.  Having  tried  some  so- 
called  damp  resisters,  I have  been  disappointed  Avith  the  net  results, 
and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  best  Portland  cement  (cooled) 
is  used  and  properly  applied,  and  Avhen  set  and  hardened  the  surface 
is  painted  two  coats  of  good  oil  colour,  it  cannot  be  improved  on  at 
present. 

The  inspections  do  not  reveal  any  serious  cases  of  overcroAvding  or 
demand  for  houses.  There  Avere  four  rather  bad  cases  found  at 
Horsley  Woodhouse,  and  notices  have  been  served  for  the  abatement. 
In  these  cases  the  occupiers  are  of  the  indifferent  class,  the  men  are 
not  employed  in  your  district,  and  have  a considerable  distance  to 
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walk  to  their  work,  so  that,  in  my  opinion,  if  lionses  were  needed  for 
tlieni,  the  responsihility  of  providing  them  does  not  rest  with  yonr 
Authority.  Further  stei)S  will  be  taken  in  due  course  to  secure  com- 
pliance with  the  notices,  if  nece.ssary.  3 houses  were  built  in  the 
parish,  and  29  in  three  surrounding  parishes  during  the  year.

A\ork  was  stopped  in  one  case  through  infectious  disease. 


Scavenging. 


Another  refuse  tip  has  now  been  provided  in  the  parish  of  Crich 
for  Wliatstandwell,  and  houseliolders  in  that  locality  may  have  the 
refuse  removed  thereto  by  paying  for  cartage. 

Scavenging  is  done  by  contract  in  the  parishes  of  Dultiehl, 
Dethick,  Lea,  and  Holloway,  Kilburn,  and  South  Wingfield;  and  by 
the  estate  owners  of  Darley  Abl>ey  and  Milford. 

Public  tips  and  depots,  to  which  householders  may  cause  their 
refuse  to  l)e  removed,  are  in  use  at  Crich,  Holbrook,  Horsley  Wood- 
house,  and  t^uarndon. 

The  question  of  removal  of  house  refuse  should  be  seriously 
considereil,  in  order  to  check  the  increasing  cost  of  scavenging,  parti- 
cularly as  regards  Kilburn.  At  the  present  time  all  sorts  of  rubbish, 
including  ganlen  waste,  old  sacks,  oilcloth,  etc.,  arc  put  into  ashpits, 
and  in  some  cases  privy  cesspools.  In  the  latter  case  it  is  most  unfair 
to  the  men  whose  lot  it  is  to  empty  them,  and  further,  such  things  do 
not  allow  of  proper  cleansing.  It  is  also  diflicult  to  remove  such 
things  from  ashpits,  and  a lot  of  time  is  wasted,  which  means  money. 
Most  of  the  houses  have  good  gardens  on  which  such  waste  as  garden 
waste,  old  paper,  oilcloth,  etc.,  might  be  Imrnt  without  much  nuisance. 
If  this  was  done,  and  proper  boxes  provided  for  dry  refuse,  I am  sure 
the  expense  may  be  kept  within  reasonable  limits. 

I suggest  that  handbills  be  jirinted  and  distributed  to  each  house, 
inviting  the  cooperation  of  householders.
